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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has found 
claims 1-17 to be unobvious over the prior art of record and therefore to be allowable over the 
prior art of record. The present invention relates to a silicone alkyl polyglucoside composition of 
a specifically defined structures. The most relevant prior art documents (US 5,428,142 and US 
5,498,703) to this invention disclose silicone containing glycosides of similar structure. 

However, though the composition of present invention are generally similar to those 
claimed in the prior art documents, the structures of the compositions possess differences that are 
unobvious to those of the prior art. For example, the silicone alkyl polyglucoside have the 
silicone portion of the molecule that replaces the alkyl group in alkyl polyglucoside. Also, 
unlike the prior art documents, the silicone alkyl polyglucoside of the instant invention contains 
a critical alkyl group which have been found to be critical in effecting desired surfactant 
properties of the silicone alkyl polyglucoside. The said differences in structure and effects are 
unobvious over the prior art documents.
